He was 
the finder (he had a great eye) and | was the researcher and funder. By 2011, with the 
help of Legend, and timely sales of collections, we completed the set of 44 coins. At 
that time, we of relatively modest means, were the 5th to complete'this set having lots 
of tough rarities. Unfortunately, Mark passed away at age 21 in late 2011, but the set 
had been completed before he passed. Since that time, nearly 60% of the collection was 
upgraded — champaign fever took hold as it does for many collectors. 


Aside from the 1870-S, of which I believe 9 are known, there are many tough dates, 
especially the Mint State, CAC’d specimens. Two of the most under-rated in my opinion 
are the 1859-S and the 1872-S 


My opinion regarding this set and the handling of the coins followed the guidance of 
Dr. John Wong who owned the 1851 before I did. He is quoted in the 2001 Flannagan, 
Hinkley and Wong sale as stating 


“We are but temporary guardians of these beautiful coins. One day, others will, in turn, 
enjoy them.” 

That has been my thoughts with our Seated Liberty dollar collection and | hope that the 
new owners will be good guardians of these coins. That day has arrived for others to 


enjoy them. 


With 70%+ of the set CAC’d, | hope you have the chance to own one of these rarities and 
become one of their custodians!

$1 1840 PCGS MS63 CAC 

Regular silver dollar production ended in 1804, and aside 
from a small mintage of Gobrecht dollars in 1836 and 
1839, it was not until 1840 when silver dollars were again 
struck for circulation. While 61,005 were struck, few were 
saved at the time of issue. Mint State survivors, especially 
those in CHOICE or finer, are quite rare! PCGS has graded 
15 in MS63 and finer, with a quartet at the MS64 level the 
finest seen. Struck from OC-1, the most common of the four 
die pairings recorded for the date, making this a great coin 
for the date or type collector. 


Rich, thick, antique dove, pewter, silver, and lilac-gray 
toning is imbued with hints of tan-russet and soft olive-gold. 
The devices are sharply struck up from an exacting blow 
from the dies. The surfaces have a warm underlying glow 
that accents the colors. A strong glass reveals some tiny 
ticks and the lightest of marks; these are mostly hidden by 
the rich antique patina and invisible to the naked eye. The 
visual allure is impressive!

PCGS 8, NGC 8, CAC 4. The last PCGS MS63 CAC sold 
back in June 2014, a very pleasing piece from the Gardner 
Collection realized $18,800. This one is housed in an 
earlier generation blue tag holder and is fresh to the market. 
The current Collectors Universe value is listed at $20,000. 
Only seven coins are graded finer, and we sold a PCCS 
MS63+ CAC for $24,675 in November 2018 and the 
Simpson PCGS MS64 CAC realized $57,600 in the 2022 
FUN auction, This lovely and CHOICE example will see 
strong bidding for sure. Good luck.

$1 1841 PCGS MS64 CAC 

The 1841 silver dollar is scarce in all grades and in Mint 
State this is a major condition rarity. The presently offered 
coin, graded MS64 by PCGS and endorsed by CAC is a 
condition census example, one of just four in this near-GEM 
graded and only four have been graded finer by that 
service, Struck from OC-4. 


A strong satiny frost glows on both sides. The surfaces are 
of excellent quality and there are only a couple of relatively 
insignificant traces of contact seen with the aid of a strong 
glass, and are mostly hidden below the rich antique silver, 
pewter, and golden russet tan patina. The strike is bold with 
virtually all details struck up with pin point precision. With 
all the factors taken together: luster, strike, surface quality, 
and originality, this is one of the nicest 1841 dollars we 
have seen

PCGS 4, NGC 4, CAC 6. Do not let the Population data fool 
you, this is the most recent PCGS-graded example to sell in 
auction. Slightly more recent was the Gardner NGC MS64 
CAC that brought $35,250 in October 2014. The current 

PC Price Guide value is listed at $35,000 and the CAC 
CPG value is $39,600. PCGS has graded 2 in MS64+ and 
one each in MS65 and MS65+. Nothing finer than 64+ has 
ever sold in auction in a PCGS holder. Bound for another 
WORLD CLASS Seated Liberty dollar set.

$1 1842 PCGS MS64+ CAC 

Tied for FINEST GRADED, this is an awe-inspiring GEM 
early Seated Liberty dollar. 


This coin is a headlight! Blast white untoned, surfaces are 
blazingly brilliant with a blinding semi-Prooflike reflective 
luster. Very nicely struck the details are mostly crisp 

with just a hint of softness in some areas. The device are 
frosty and the obverse has generous hints of a cameo-like 
appearance. There are only a few very minor marks that 
keep this from being an MS65 grade. The eye appeal is 
stunning!

PCGS 19, NGC 19, CAC 7. There are 3 in MS64+ and 
NONE FINER. The current PCGS Price Guide value is 
$30,000. When this coin last sold, the market was in a 
weak spot. More recently, in May 2019, we sold the ex 
Eliasberg PCGS MS64 CAC as part of the Issaquah Estate for 
$22,913. This coin has an amazing visual allure and will 
see very strong bidding when it crosses the block in today’s 
strong market,

$1 1843 PCGS MS64+ CAC 

Tied for FINEST graded 1843 silver dollar and a gorgeous 
coin to boot. Few were saved at the time of mintage, and 
today any Mint State survivor is at the very least quite 
scarce, In this lofty state of preservation it is one of only 
TWO so graded and NONE are finer. 


A glowing mint luster bursts from satiny smooth and very 
high end quality fields. Both sides are gently kissed with 

a mix of iridescent pastel toning that is vividly brought 

out when twirled in a light. Varied shades of blue, orange, 
gold, antique silver-tan, pale teal, and lilac delight the 

eye. Careful inspection with a powerful glass reveals a tiny 
tick or two on the obverse and a short mark on the eagle. 
These easily blend into the surrounding areas and have very 
minimal impact on the outstanding eye appeal.

$51,406 in its most recent appearance and was the first 
MS64 sold since 2006. Clearly the published levels 

are incorrect. We feel our estimate will likely prove 
conservative when the bidding action ends. Good luck.

$1 1844 PCGS MS64 CAC

Tied for SECOND FINEST GRADED. The 1844 silver dollar 
saw a mintage of only 20,000 and they were all struck 
from a single pair of dies. Any Mint State example is a real 
prize for the advanced collector, as this date is elusive 
even in circulated grades. At the present grade, this date is 
EXTREMELY RARE and highly desirable. 


Totally original and very high end! A rich antique dove, 
pewter, gold, olive, and lilac-gray patina blankets the 
essentially GEM quality surfaces. A creamy mint frost glows 
with an ember-like brilliance under the color, bringing out 
the subtle shifts in iridescence to life. Aside from a minor 
mint made “strike through” at the upper left obverse rim, 
the strike is crisp and complete. The eye appeal is excellent 
in every possible way!

The only PCGS MS64 to sell 
realized $41,125 in June 2013. Today the PCGS Price 
Guide value is listed at $45,000 and the CAC CPG value 
is $54,000. There is a single MS65 graded finer, which 

last sold “raw” in Stack’s October 1992 sale of the Floyd 
T. Starr Collection and is now impounded in the D. L. 
Hansen Collection. This is a once a decade offering and an 
opportunity not to be missed. Do not let it get away!

$1 1845 PCGS MS63 CAC 

A lovely and totally original example, tied for second 
FINEST graded of the date. The entire mintage of 24,500 
was produced by a single die pair. While somewhat 
available as a date in circulated grades, Mint State coins are 
VERY RARE, and this date is UNIQUE any finer. 


A warm golden-gray patina envelopes both sides and as 
you rotate the coin ina light, the underlying mint brilliance 
highlights some azure and lilac hues, particularly on the 
reverse. The surfaces are exceptionally CHOICE and very 
pleasing. Overall the details were crisply rendered by the 
press, but there are some areas of the slightest weakness 

as typically seen on this date. A strong glass reveals a tiny 
mark or two that prevents a higher grade, but they have 
little impact on the outstanding visual allure of this high 
end Condition Census early Seated dollar.

The only PCGS/CAC example to 
sell in auction was the Eliasberg-Gardner example back in 
May 2015 (seven years ago) for $31,725. The current CAC

is $27,500. With only the Norweb-Legend-Hansen MS64 
finer, the opportunity to acquire a very high end example of 
this date is fleeting.

$1 1846 PCGS MS63 CAC 

The mintage went back to pre-1844 levels in 1846, with 
110,600 struck. Scarce in lower Mint State grades, and 
extremely rare in GEM, there is very strong collector 
demand for MS63 and MS64 coins as these are the highest 
grades that are affordable to most collectors. 


A vibrant, satiny mint luster blooms boldly and brilliantly 

in the fields highlighting a light golden patina over 
pearly-silver surfaces. The details are nicely struck with only 
some softness on the highest design points. The surfaces are 
generally clean and free of any serious marks, and even a 
glass fails to aid in the location of any single mark worthy 
of mention. The eye appeal is CHOICE and high end for the 
assigned grade. Housed in an older blue tag holder. 


PCGS 16, NGC 13, CAC 4. The last PCGS/CAC example 
sold in our December 2016 for $4,600 hammer, That coin 
was darkly toned and this one is much more brilliant and 
alluring. The current CAC CPG value is listed at $7,190 and 
the PCGS Price Guide value is listed at $5,500. Rare any 
finer, especially in GEM. Bound for a great set or wonderful 
type collection. Good luck.

Among the FINEST examples extant from the first mintage 
of dollars from the New Orleans mint. Only a single set of 
dies was used to coin the 59,000 examples that fell from 
the dies and most went into circulation. This date is RARE at 
this grade level and EXTREMELY RARE any finer. 


This lovely coin is deeply and richly toned, but when the 
light hits the surfaces the color really pop; it is not dark or 
drab in any way. Shades of tangerine and violet really come 
to the fore, melding with battleship and slate blue-gray 
tones. Sharply impressed from an exacting and precision 
blow from the dies, this coin has a great look! WOW.

We think this highly attractive 
and totally original example will sell for a very strong bid.

We love this sensationally high end, borderline GEM 
quality 1847 dollar. The original mintage saw 140,750 
drop from four different die pairs. This one was struck from 
OC-2. This is the ONLY MS64+ graded and there are only 
six graded finer between both PCGS and NGC combined 
(all MS65). 


From our September 2019 Regency Auction, lot 340, where 
it was described as follows: 


“What a marvelous HIGH END example, virtually a full 
GEM caliber early Seated Liberty dollar and a very rare and 
underrated example. What a great coin! 


For an 1847, this coin has a good luster and overall, the 
surfaces are exceptionally clean and smooth, with a warm 
underlying satiny luster that glows all over. Only when 
using a strong glass can you see the few light scuffs and 
widely scattered ticks that preclude a GEM grade, but none 
are serious or stand out. Both sides are evenly covered 

by an original mix of pearly silver with warm golden-tan 
accents toward the rims. Miss Liberty and the details 

are fully struck and have light frost. The eye appeal is 
exceptional in every way.” 


PCGS 12, NGC 14, CAC 2. This is the ONLY MS64+ 
graded. In September 2019, this coin realized $19,975 and 
the current PCGS Price Guide value is listed at $27,500. 
Keep in mind NO MS65 has sold since our October 2014 
Regency Auction that brought $88,125. We think this coin 
will see very strong bidding from advanced collectors who 
realize what an important opportunity this is! Do not let it 
pass you by!

Tied for second FINEST graded of this low mintage date. 
Only 15,000 were struck using a single pair of dies. There is 
just a single coin graded finer, a PCGS MS66. 


An undulating brilliance glows boldly on both sides of this 
near-GEM caliber 1848 Seated Liberty dollar. The satiny 
lustrous surfaces bring the iridescent overlay of toning 
Shades of lilac-slate, soft tangerine-gold, pastel pink, 
olive-tan, and golden-russet blend together beautifully on 
both obverse and reverse. A strong glass reveals some minor 
ticks and contact marks, all of which are hidden under the 
patina. Sharply struck devices add to the bold visual allure. 
A sensational coin for the advanced Seated Dollar Collector 
who demands the best available quality.

Gardner coin, which sold in a weaker market for $47,000;

$55,000. The single finest MS66 is ex Garrett-Fairfield-Leg- 
end, and is now in the Hansen Collection. This is arguably 
the second finest known and will fit nicely in any top tier 
set. Good luck.

$1 1849 PCGS MS64 CAC 

A fantastic example of this important CONDITION RARITY! 
One of the finer examples known of this date. The original 
mintage of 62,600 quickly disappeared, as coins were 
exported early in the 1850s as the huge amounts of gold 
flooding the economy from the Gold Rush made silver more 
expensive in relation to gold. Many Seated dollars were 
melted overseas as the bullion value exceeded the face 
value. 


The strike on this near-GEM is sharp throughout, with Miss 
Libertyis hair curls well defined. Mostly bright silver on the 
obverse with a pale golden hue favoring the periphery, the 
reverse sporting a bit more russet and gold, with a touch of 
blue at the rim. Close examination finds little more than a 
couple of tiny nicks from bag handling, which keeps this 
piece far and away finer than the majority of survivors seen 
of the 1849 issue. A rarity which will be a centerpiece in 
any advanced collection. 


PCGS 19, NGC 19, CAC 1. This coin is an old friend, 
having sold in our Regency Auction XV, and was not CAC 
back then. Today, with its CAC approval, should bring the 
PCGS and CAC CPG values of $15,000. Only three are 
finer at PCGS, none of which have sold in auction since the 
MS65 from the L.K. Rudolf Collection sold in May 2003! 
Worthy of another amazing collection of Seated Liberty 
dollars. Bidding will be intense.

$1 1850 PCGS MS63 CAC 

This is a truly spectacular and CHOICE example of this low 
mintage date. As gold flooded the economy from California, 
the ratio of gold to silver went out of balance, and the price 
of silver rose. Many silver dollars were exported and melted 
down for bullion. Mint State survivors of this low mintage 
are VERY RARE, EXCESSIVELY so any finer. 


Highly Prooflike lustrous fields really pop dramatically in 
the light. The underlying flashy brilliance enhances the rich, 
multicolored, dappled iridescent toning. Depending on 

the angle the light hits the surfaces, variegated lilac, dove, 
pewter, gold, olive, coppery-orange, slate, and antique 
silver pop. We love the look of this very CHOICE and 
totally original 1850 dollar. The details are crisp and show 
off full, razor sharp definition. The eye appeal is exceptional 
in every way and the more we look at this highly alluring 
example, the more we love it! Only a few tiny contact 
marks keep this from an even loftier state of preservation.

PCGS 8, NGC 7, CAC 4. The other CAC-approved examples 
have sold in the $10,000-$20,000 range, this one around 
the mid-point as NGC MS64 CAC at $14,688. The current 
PCGS Price Guide value is listed at $17,500 and the CAC 
CPG value is $21,600. There ar just four coins graded 
higher at PCGS, 2 in MS63+ and 2 in MS64 (the last one of 
these sold back in 20041). To look at this coin is to fall in 
love, we have and you will too. Good luck.

$1 1850-0 PCGS MS64 CAC OGH 

Tied for FINEST GRADED, and more than likely the FINEST 
KNOWN 1850-0 dollar that exists! Only 40,000 1850-O 
dollars were struck from a single die pair, of which only 
1,000-1,500 are thought to survive in all grades, nearly 

all circulated. Mint State survivors according to PCGS 
CoinFacts are estimated at 20 and this one is at the apex of 
the Condition Census. 


When cataloged by Paramount in Auction ‘79, this coin was 
described as: 


“Gem Uncirculated 65. Beautiful iridescent greenish gold, 
grey, violet and blue toning. Well stuck with virtually all of 
the detail on Miss Liberty’s head clearly defined. The quality 
of the surfacess is excellent with only a few insignificant 
handling marks visible below the superb natural toning. 
This is unquestionably the finest 1850-O Seated Liberty 
Dollar we have ever seen or handled and, in our opinion, it 
is quite likely the finest known.” 


There really is nothing left to add to that description. This 
coin was certified early on in PCGS’s operations, housed in 
a first generation holder, and then was long off the market, 
only coming back on the market in Stack’s Bowers’ 2013 
ANA Auction.

The current PCGS Price Guide 
value is listed at $125,000 (and the other MS64 which is 
no where close to as attractive as this GEM is listed for sale 
at $135,000). It also needs to be noted that our partner, 
Bruce Morelan, in his decades long pursuit to build the 
finest collection of this series was limited to a PCGS MS63 
CAC. This is a fantastic opportunity not to be missed by 
anyone looking for a SUPERB New Orleans Seated dollar 
or working on the FINEST of Seated dollar sets. Bidding will 
be intense for this one. Do not let this opportunity pass you 
by!

$1 1851 PCGS MS63 

One of the CLASSIC rarities of the series, the 1851 
business strike began rare, with only 1,300 struck. The 
Osburn-Cushing reference estimates that 65 examples 
survive from this paltry mintage. Apparently these were not 
released in 1851, but slowly over the following years, used 
in exchange for silver bullion. Auction appearances are 
infrequent, especially for PCGS-graded coins in MS63 or 
finer. (indeed, this coin has not been seen in auction since 
November 2001). 


A brilliant, semi-Prooflike mint brilliance captures the light 
and brings out the wonderful, original toning. Hints of 
varied blue (ranging from teal to violet) at the peripheries 
meld to a rich apricot-gold over antique silver patina. The 
strike is very sharp, with all the fine details fully brought out 
by an exacting blow from the dies. The reverse has some 
light die cracks, not surprising, being that this reverse die 
was used in 1849 and 1850 before being used to strike the 
1851 dollars. While a strong glass reveals reveals a few 
very minor ticks, these do not detract from a stunning visual 
allure, and help identify this CHOICE Mint State 1851 for 
posterity.

PCGS has graded 
seven coins finer, none of which have sold via public 
auction since 2003! This impressive Choice Mint State 1851 
silver dollar rarity will set a new auction record when it 
crosses the block!

A truly superlative example of this VERY RARE date, with 
an outstanding pedigree! Only 1,100 were stuck, making 
this one of the lowest mintage examples of the series. This 
special specimen served as the the Bowers’ Encyclopedia 
(1993) plate coin, and is exceptional in every way, making 
it the perfect coin to serve in that capacity. 


As typical for a low mintage coin, the die polish did not 
wear off during striking, and this coin has an essentially 
fully reflective Prooflike brilliance. Delicate splashes of 
blue and gold come out when rotated in a light, clinging, 
mostly to the right obverse side. The devices are razor sharp 
in definition, particularly in the centers. Careful inspection 
with a strong glass reveals some very minor, unobtrusive 
ticks, mostly invisible to the naked eye. The visual allure of 
this example is very strong and high end for the assigned 
grade. Housed in an earlier generation blue tag holder.

There are five coins graded higher at PCGS, 
NONE of which have ever appeared in auction. Our partner 
Bruce Morelan owned two of the finer known examples, 
though they have not been offered in auction. A real PRIZE 
for the advanced aficionado of this challenging series and 
bound for a fabulous collection. We have no doubt this 
coin will realize a world record price when the hammer 
falls.

$1 1853 PCGS MS64 

The mintage climbed to 46,110 in 1853, however, many 
were exported and melted, even after the Coinage Act of 
1853 reduced the weights of the smaller denomination 
silver coins. This VERY CHOICE example ranks high up on 
the PCGS Population Report, with just five examples that 
have ever graded higher. 


Fully satiny brilliant luster glows on both sides of this 
near-GEM. A vibrant, pearlescent silver/gold patina graces 
the surfaces, enlivened by a soft roll of cartwheel luster. 
Sharply struck, frosty devices are unmarred by any serious 
contact anywhere; only a powerful loupe will locate any 
minute tick on the VERY CHOICE surfaces. Premium quality 
and high end, this coin has a great look.

Listed as #29 in 
the Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth 100 Greatest U.S. Coins book, 
this is a coin that is the stuff of numismatic dreams. This 
extensively pedigreed example, while not perfect quality, is 
perfect for anyone seeking an example of this great rarity. 
Like many of the most desired rarities in all of American 
numismatics, the origins of the 1870-S dollar are somewhat 
shrouded in mystery, which only adds to the desirability. 


No mint records exist for the striking of the 1870-S 

half dime, silver dollar, or $3 gold piece. The 70-S half 
dime and $3 are thought to be UNIQUE and the 70-S 
dollar is EXTREMELY RARE, with fewer than a dozen 
examples positively traced today. The existence of the 
1870-S dollar was unknown until 1914, when H.O. 
Granberg displayed his collection at the ANS Exhibition. 
The presently offered 70-5 was the first one ever offered 
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in auction, in the William Hesslein December 1926 
auction. It is speculated that a few denominations were 
struck for inclusion in a time capsule that was placed in 
the cornerstone of the newly constructed San Francisco 
Mint, known as the Granite Lady. 


The present coin displays the definition of a VF30 coin. 
In the 1926 sale cited above, the initials “FHI: were 
engraved in the obverse field. Between the 1926 sale and 
the 1945 World's Greatest Collection sale, the fields were 
tooled to remove those initials from the surfaces. After 
the tooling, perhaps this coin was polished, retoned, 
then professionally conserved, as the coin does not have 
the deep dark toning today that it did in the old ANACS 
Photocertificate from the 1980s. The coin otherwise 
shows just moderate wear from circulation. The reverse 
remains relatively unscathed. While the problems are 
easily evident, the eye appeal is actually quite pleasing, 
considering the flaws. Indeed, these flaws add to the 
history of this LEGENDARY RARITY!
